The Last Wager of Baitle in England. | 

An Eoglicsh peper esys:—Toere bas cied ip 
Biem'ngbam « poor elu man, ope event of whose 
bistery forms an important mark In the progress 
of civilization in Eogland, en, ecially as relating 
to the old barbarous mode of settling di-pates | 
and trying causes by the “wager of batiel.” | 
The deceased, William Asbford, was the last | 
person who was challenged in an Eaglish court 
to meet, in single combat, a man whom he had 
accused as the marderer of bis eleter, Oo the 
26th of May, 151), 8 beautiful young woman, 
named Mary Ashford, i: ber twentieth year, went 
to a dance at Evdington, without proper pro 
tection 


Bhe left the festive ecene ot a late hour, so 
companied by a young man named Abraham 
Thornton, a farmer's son in the neighborhood. 
They were leet seen talking together at a stile | 
pear the place, but next morning she was found | 
dead ia a pit of water, and there were evidences | 
that she had been murdered. General suspicion | 
pointing to Thornton, be was arrested and tried 
for murder at Warwick sesizes in Angust; 
but, thongh strong circumstantial evidence was 
ageinet him, the defence, which wae an a’/’, | 
obteined a verdict of not guilty. 

The feeling of surprise and !ndignation at his 

uitteal wae so intense that a pew tri.) was 
called for, and an yee was cpt red against the 
verdict hy Wm. Ashford, the brother the next | 
of kin to the murdered girl. Thorntoa was 
again apprehended and sent to London in No- 
vember, to be tried before Lord E lenborough 
and the full Court of Queen’s Bench. Ioetead of 
regular defence by arguments, evidences and 
witnesses, Thornton boldly defied all present 
modes of jurisdiction, and claimed bis right, ac 
cording to ancient custom, to challerge his ac- 
cuser to fight him, and decide hie isnocence or 
guilt by the “ wager of battel.” His anawer to 
the court was, “Not guilty, and I am ready to 
defend the same by my body.” He accompanied 
these words by the o!d act of taking of bia 
glove end throwing it down upon the floor of 
the court. 

At thia tage of the proceedings William Ash- 
ford, who was in court, actuslly came forward, 
and was about to accept the challenge by pick 
ing up the glove, when he was kept back by 
those ebont him. With what wonder d'd the 
assem’ ly, and, indeed, the nation, ask, “Can a 
prisoner insist on #0 obaciete a mode of trial, !1 
such a time of right as the nineteenth centary ft” 
Bat with greater wonder and regret was the 
jadgment of the conrt received ; for, after several 
adjournmenta, it decided, in April, 1515, that 
the law of England was in favor of the ‘ wager 
of battel ;” that the old lawa sinction'ng it bad 
never been repealed, and that, though this mode 
of trial had become obsolete, it must be al- 
lowed. Thornton was, therefore, discharged, 
and, being eet at liberty, left Fogland for Ame- 
ica, where he died in obscurity.

There is always enough of romantic advren- 
ture in South American itinerant li’e to prevent 
one from absolutely dreeming during daylight. 
Bat in al] our thousanda of miles of journeying 
we had not met with sdrentures and startiing 
incidents that came upou us ¢o suddenly, succes 
sively, that for three consecutive day and nights 
we were prevented {com sleeping beyond catch- 
ing bilef catmaps in the esddie, until they came 
upon us in shapes most unlooked for in the 
pretty pletareeque valiey of Joa—the firat of the 
ecriee eurprising us at about twerty lesgues from 
the coast. 

To the left of our line of mirch and nearly 
para'lel with it, the distance varying probably 
from one to three miles, ran a range of low coni-

“ Deos vos garde caro mio!” and in ten seconds 
more Von Piaten was in the saddle riding away 
diagonally towards the bills at a farious gallop 
in company with the stranger. 

Dona Cardinelle explained all she knew of 
the affair, which was that the stranger was a 
countryman of her busband’s—a distant rela- 
tive she thought, and being in some difficulty 
that required a sum of money to extricate him 
from, he had by mere chance met her husband, 
who had loaned, or given the eum required, was 
gone to see bie friend ont of trouble, and would 
rejoin us by the time we were ready to ride, or 
very coon thereafter.

away towards the hills ion eearch of our iost 
saan, 

For more than four houre we rode to and 
fro along the base of the range, scattered widely 
as we hunted singly and in couples, penetrating 
into all the notehee between the bills, but find- 
ing no trace of the missing man until it was gray 
dusk, when as we had all gathered into one 
body again, and were returning towards the 
camp through a little shallow ravine, Monteiro 
and the doctor reined up short by some dark 
o> ject that wae ly in the way before them— 
something that in uncertain dusk bore the 
outlines of a human form. As several others of 
us rode up and diemounted, we discovered the 
object to be a dark blue and red pancho thrown 
over something in such a manner as to entirely 
conceal it from our sight. Monteiro lifted the

barking of dogs. Driving within our circle of 
hres and dismounting, we fuusd cur camp ia 
such a condition of confusion that chace would 
have been order compared to it.

In clearing off new land, i.e, tilting wild lard 
for cultivation, the majority of people make a 
mistake in digging, delving, geubbing and pulling 
out the larger stumps. Where the lind has 
been covered with a denee growth of emall wood, 
vars lag from one to eit inches In dlamerver, it is 
good cconomy to grub th» etumps out of the 
way of the plough as the roote of such emall 
timber ran near the surface, rendering cu'tare 
dithcult; besides, the etu pe of buehes and 
young trees retain tueir vitality a long time, con 
tnuaily sending up vigorous shoote, making to 
the farmer an annoyiig pret. 

In 1 o#t inetances where stumps do not ex 
coed seven or « +t inches in diameter, they mey 


be advantageous, Srought out of the ground by 
rome one of tle movern improved « xtrectore, 
leaving the land in a fa'r condiiion for enttiva 


tion by the operation. We havo several times 
of late seen @ light, etrong and poitable etump 
puller, operated by two men, taking out oak and 
pine stumps from four to nine inches in diameter 
at the rate of twenty stumps an bour, With 
such etn aly er cambering the eurface, it 
is omy i procure one of these “ Litule 
and remove them.
